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'Nof Even A Real Start' 
Nixon Works Bill Veto

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


President Nixon today vetoed a 
$5.6-billion public works bill, 
saying it "would not even make 
a real start on delivering on its 
implied promise" of quickly 
creating new jobs. 


Nixon, in a veto message to 


the Senate, aimed his fire at a 
$2-billion section of the measure 
that would set up pump-priming 
public 
works 
projects 
in 


localities with high unem- 
ployment rates. 


Experience under a similar 


law in 1962, Nixon wrote, in- 
dicated there would be an 18- 
month time lag before the 
vetoed measure could become 
fully effective. By then, he said, 
"Further stimulation would be 
unnecessary and inflationary." 


He based his time lag estimate 


on the long delays encountered 
in planning and organizing 
construction projects. 


While vetoing this bill, Nixon 


asked Congress to promptly 
enact an administration-backed 
emergency employment act 
would finance the creation of 
temporary public service jobs 
which, Nixon argued, could be 
rapidly filled without the delays 
inherent 
in 
public 
works 


projects. The measure he favors 
has cleared a Senate-House 
conference committee. 


The vetoed bill also contained 


funds 
for the 
Appalacian 


Regional Development Ad- 
ministration. 


In his message, Nixon urged 


Congress 
to quickly pass 


emergency legislation to con- 
tinue these two programs, due to 
expire June 30, until permanent 
legislation can be enacted. 


The President contended the 


vetoed public works bill "would 
have created dead-end jobs 
amounting to a system of per- 
manent subsidized public em- 
ployment."

James F. Leonard told the 
session.

More Emphasis Needed 


Several times in recent years the Daily News has called at- 


tention to carelessness on the part of bicycle riders, and par- 
ticularly to disregard of the provision that cyclists are to follow the 
same rule as operators of other vehicles — stay on the right side of 
the road. Twice within the past week, however, the editor has 
received telephone calls from persons asking more emphasis on 
bicycle safety. 


A woman who called was particularly concerned with the 


continuing practice of riding against traffic. A man who called was 
concerned not only with wrong-side-of-the-street riding, but also 
with riding several abreast, and with riding on the sidewalk. To 
those dangerous practices could be added the nuisance created by 
riders who lay bicycles down on sidewalks, forcing pedestrians to 
pick their way through them or walk in the gutter to get around 
them. 


"I don't want to get the kids in trouble," the man who called the 


News declared. "I just want to help head off injury to somebody." 
With that the News agrees. 


For that purpose, and that purpose only, then, we are calling on 


everyone — on bicycle riders, on parents, on teachers, on 
policemen and highway patrolmen— to spread the word about 
which bicycling practices are acceptable and which are not. In 
particular, we must stop the wrong-side riding. It is much easier to 
stop in time to avoid a bike going away from you than one coming 
head-on at a fast clip. 


Protest Against Flagrant Injustice 


The National Federation of Independent Business. Inc., is 


protesting use by unions with union-shop contracts of union funds 
for political financing. It speaks of the practice as two wrongs that 
donM:make a right, and calls it an injustice that Congress should 
correct. 


A result of the two wrongs, says the Federation, is that an 


employe forced to pay union dues in order to hold his job is put in 
the position of supporting a candidate or party not of his choice if 
the union indulges in political financing. 


t 
The association favors legislation by Representative Philip 


Crane Illinois, which would prohibit labor unions with compulsory 
union contracts from using any part of member dues or 
assessments for political purposes. The Federation's poll on this 
bill finds 91 per cent endorsing the measure. 


Though there is undoubtedly strong sentiment among union 


members for retention of the union shop, there seems no good 
reason why union members themselves should favor use of their 
dues to support candidates and causes on which they certainly 
can't all agree.

Concerning the unfolding 


drama of the Pentagon Papers, 
a few observations: 


1. The general naivete is 


distressing. Conservatives, who 
distrust government and rail 
against the aggrandizement of 
it, precisely do so because they 
know how government tends to 
operate, how government saps 
social energy, and distorts 
ethical norms. But to expect that 
government 
will 
operate 


otherwise than it does is quite 
simply unrealistic. 
One can 


simultaneously disapprove in 
the abstract of a particular 
practice, while recognizing that 
the practice is essential to the 
performance of a particular 
duty For instance lying. 


General Eisenhower, who by 


contrast with his successors was 
our Ethelred the Just, quite 
simply "lied" when asked if the 
airplane that had been brought 
down Over Soviet Russia was an 
American spy plane. A day or so 
later, when it was obvious that 
the lie would not be digested, 
President Eisenhower's 
assistants morosely admitted to 
the truth, and whiff! there went 


the Spirit of Camp David which 
had been bottled only a few 
months before. 


So it goes with the Pentagon 


Papers. The principal com- 
plaints have to do with govern- 
ment dissimulation. Govern- 
ments must dissimulate. The 
wag who defined a diplomat as 
someone sent abroad to lie for 
his 
country 
was 
not 
a 


caricaturist,but 
a 
candid 


photographer. 
Everybody 


knows that totalitarian gov- 
ernments lie to the people. 
Not everybody knows that 
democratic governments lie to 
the people. Only we do not call it 
"lying" — for a very good 
reason. We feel, in our pores the 
ethical difference between, let 
us say, a Khruschev who insists 
that he desires democracy for 
Hungary, which is why he sent 
the tanks to Budapest; and an 
Eisenhower, who said he knew 
nothing of spy planes over 
Russia, when what he wished to 
do was to protect government 
secrets the accumulation of 
which was designed not to give 
the United States such power as 
is necessary to crush Freedom 


Fighters in Budapest and in 
other capitals of the world, but 
to give the United States such 
power as is necessary to 
restrain Russian tanks from 
rolling over Freedom Fighters 
in other capitals of the world. 


2. The Pentagon Papers 


reveal that there was con- 
siderable pessimism in official 
Washington during 1964, which 
pessimism Lyndon Johnson and 
the State Department sup- 
pressed the expression of. Now I 
ask you, is that to pass as A 
Revelation? 
If so, then we 


should have up for perjury the 
football coach of South Indiana 
State who tells his players 
during the half that he KNOWS 
that in the second half they are 
destined to mow down Notre 
Dame. 


It is sometimes the business ot 


government to reveal how bad is 
the situation. But not often. That 
is why, on a famous occasion, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt said 
that the only thing we had to fear 
was fear itself. That was an 
epigrammatic way of saying 
that he, Roosevelt, would take a 
cultivatedly optimistic line, 


because he was tempermentally 
optimistic. When he said those 
words, about the American 
economy, said economy looked a 
great deal worse than even the 
military situation in Saigon. 


3. The pity of it is that people 


are not going to read the Pen- 
tagon Papers — well, to begin 
with, they're not going to read 
them at all. Second, they are not 
likely to understand them in a 
worldly way. Unlikely, for in- 
stance, to know that these 
papers, so solemnly midwived, 
are 
nothing 
more 
than 


memoranda expressing at- 
titudes, contingency plans; 
encyclopedic lists of alternative 
approaches 
to 
particular 


problems, routine exercises in 
the necessary dissimulations of 
government. What they may 
breed, however, is such a 
demoralization as will translate 
itself into a cynical suspicion of 
the 
essential 
vitality 
of 


democratic mechanisms. That 
is why we must concentrate, 
concentrate hard, on what the 
papers actually reveal, and ask 
why it is that, already, we go 
about so shamefaced.

More Accusations Against Union Boss Boyle 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON— The Senate 


Labor subcommittee has turned 
up evidence suggesting that 
United Mine Workers Boss Tony 
Boyle financed his extravagant 
1968" re-election campaign with 
donations frdm his hired un- 
derlings, then paid them back in 
salary increases the next year. 


The election, in which Boyle 


defeated the since-murdered 
union reformer Jock Yablonski, 
is already under investigation 
by the Labor Department for a 
host 
of 
other 
alleged 


irregularities. 


The subcommittee found that 


while Boyle boasted loudly that 
his campaign was financed by 
the rank and file, in reality his 
own hired officials put up most 
of the $250,000 he is estimated to 
have spent. Less than one per 
cent of the money came from the 
rank 
and file, 
committee 


sources allege. 


The investigators found that in 


nearly all cases, district officers 
kicked in $1,000 each for Boyle's 
re-election while lesser officials 
ponied up $500. 


The following April, it was 


learned, these officials were 
given salary increases out of the 
union treasury at least equal to 
the amounts they had con- 
tributed. Other officials, who 
made no contribution to Boyle's

campaign, received no com- 
parable raises. 


Subcommittee counsel Jerry 


Feder declined to discuss the 
investigation, but other sources 
told us that the alleged cam- 
paign financing scheme is the 
key conclusion in the secret 
subcommittee report. 


Edward L. Carey, the union's 


general counsel, and chief 
spokesman, refusred to discuss 
the subcommittee investigation. 
He has repeatedly insisted, 
however, that the union election 
was 
clean. 
"No 
Mo* 
of 


illegality" could be placed upon 
it, he told the Labor Department 
during the investigation. 


Footnote: It should not be 


surprising that UMW officers 
were willing to put up money for 
Boyle, for virtually all of them 
are appointed by Boyle not 
elected by the membership. The 
Labor Department sued the 
union to stop this more than six 
years ago. The case is finally 
expected to go to trial in July. 


SAFETY SPENDING 


Federal auto safety officials 


have secretly prepared a $40.5 
million program for 1973 to 
study a Rube Goldberg world of 
like-saving devices, including 
the controversial air bag. 
We have obtained a copy of the 
confidential plans, dated June 


17,1971, for the 1973 fiscal year. 


The huge sum sought by the 


Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration would 
almost 


double the $21.7 million that was 
allowed for research and 
analysis in the 1972 fiscal year. 


While most safety advocates 


will agree more money is 
needed, how it should be spent 
has already stirred controversy 
in the back rooms. 


Much of the money will go for 


the air bag, an "instant 
balloon," which is supposed to 
cushion the occupant of a 
crashing car. But critics fear 
that the explosive detonators for 
the bag may cause deafness, 
that the bag can go off by 
mistake at high speeds and that 
it may cause more injury than it 
prevents. 


Some money will be spent, 


however, for unperfected but 
promising foam padding and 
belt-type restrainers. 


Sen. Phil Hart, D-Mich., the 


Senate trust buster, is likely to 
yelp when he finds out how little 
money is pinpointed for safety 
standards on the 100 million 
vehicles already on the road. 
Only one man will be added, 
under the new proposals, to the 
inadequate two-man staff. 


DANGER!* IGNORED 


Unfortunately, the proposed 


budget almost entirely ignored 
research on such vital subjects 
as electric fires, 
carburetor 


fires, car fabrics, school bus 
escape devices and toxic motor 
gases. 


There is an appalling lack of 


research, for example, on how 
many people burn or suffocate 
in auto fires. Nor does the 
budget furnish adequate funds, 
despite the Chappaquiddick 
Bridge tragedy, to study how to 
save people from drowning in 
submerged cars. 


There are dramatic increases 


in the proposed budget which 
will be spent for drunk driving 
research and experimental cars 
to test safety devices. Funds are 
also allocated to set standards 
for fires, defrosting, defogging 
and rear-view mirrors. 


Government 
psychologists, 


too, will investigate the effects 
of automated equipment on the 
occupants' mental and physical 
responses. Finally, if there's 
enough money to go around, a 
study will be made of hangovers 
to find out whether "going on the 
wagon" improves a driver's 
performance.

Building Codes Behind Technical Advance

Literally 
hundreds 
of 


municipal building codes today 
rigidly enforce the use of 
products and methods better 
suited for a a century ago. 


Written in the 1800s, they 


ignore the discoveries, in- 
ventions and improvements of 
the most technologically ad- 
vanced nation in the world. 
There is little logic and less 
consistency to them. They differ 
more than they agree. 


As a result, innovation is th- 


warted, inferior products are 
used and time consuming 
techniques are employed at the 
cost of quality and efficiency. 
And it is more than coincidence 
that there is at the same time a 
housing shortage. 


The clamor now is rising from 


various directions for uniform 
codes, but that doesn't mean 


we'll get them Vested Interests 
will work hand to maintain their 
privileges. 


Unions will insist that certain 


work-saving procedures be 
banned. Materials suppliers will 
lobby to have the code specify 
their product. Local "stick" 
builders will fight to keep out 
factory produced homes. 


Nevertheless, a model code 


that 
could 
guide 
the 


moderization 
of municipal 


building 
regulations 
is 


scheduled to be released next 
month by four large code 
organizations: 


The American Insurance 


Association, International 
Conference of Building officials, 
the Southern Building Code 
Congress and the Building Of- 
ficials and Code Administrators. 


The code, to be made 


available for $7, will still be only 
a suggestion. There is no edict 


that says a town must abide by 
it. And, in fact, it is expected 
that lethargy will cause many to 
ignore it. 


How, therefore, is the problem 


to be resolved. Seven states 
already 
have 
established 


mandatory codes, and a good 
many 
large 
builders— 


especially makers of factory or 
industrialized housing— believe 
a federal code is needed. 


Local or "stick" builders, so- 


called because they assemble 
much of the house stick by stick 
instead of using modules, argue 
that while their methods are 
said to be backward, they are 


still as efficient as the factory 
builders. 


That is the position of the 


National Association of Home 
Builders, whose membership of 
54,000 includes many thousands 
of local, on-site builders, most of 
whom have modernized to the 
extent of using prehung doors, 
windows and trusses. 


The NAHB is strongly in favor 


of modernization and stan- 
dardization, it says. And, in fact, 
the idea of substituting per- 
formance codes for those that 
specify certain products meets 
with its approval.

California's correctional system 
is one of the most admired in the 
world partly because it focuses 
on "rewarding good behavior 
rather than punishment of bad 
behavior," says Atty.

California, Younger told the 


graduating class of South- 
western University's law school 
Sunday, leads the nation "in 
keeping people out of prison 


rather than seeking the lead in 
putting people behind bars." 


To help achieve this the state 


pays counties a cash subsidy for 
placing convicted felons under 
local supervision rather than 
sending them to prison, he said. 


"As a result, fewer convicted 


felons are sent to prison today," 
Younger said, adding that 
today's prison inmates are more 
violent and dangerous than their 
counterparts a decade ago.

Dear Miss L.: I assume that 


by "immune" you mean can 
these drugs be less efficient if 
they are taken constantly. 


This may occur, but not ne- 


cessarily because the antibi- 
otic loses its efficiency. Over 
the years, some bacteria have 
learned to protect themselves 
against a particular antibi- 
otic, and have become more 
resistant to it. 


It is not uncommon for doc- 


tors to change from one anti- 
biotic 
to 
another, 
because 


many antibiotics accomplish 
the same purpose. 


The "mycms" are techni- 


cally different from penicillin. 
The method by which they are 
prepared is complex, and var- 
ied, but this does not alter 
the fact that in some instances 
the mycins and penicillin can 
attack 
similar 
groups 
of 


germs. 


Patients very often want to 


know why they shpuld con- 
tinue to take an antibiotic for 
at least five or six days. When 
taken for such a period of 
time, the antibiotics are "bac- 
tericidal," which means that 
they kill the germs. 


When taken for a short 


time, they are , "bacteriostat- 
ic," which means they only 
temporarily 
overpower 
the 


germs. 


Don't stop taking antibiot- 


ics until your doctor says so.

The importance of slugger 
Willie McCovey became con- 
spicuous by his absence last 
night from the San Francisco 
Giants lineup. 


"The Giants really miss Willie 


McCovey," Manager Preston 
Gomez of the San Diego Padres 
said after Clay Kirby pitched the 
Padres to a 6-2 victory over the 
Giants. 


The loss cut the Giants' lead 


over second-place Los Angeles 
to 5Vz games in the National 
League West. 


The first-place Giants and 


last-place Padres meet again 
tonight with Dave Roberts, 6-7, 
opposing San Francisco's John 
Cumberland, 3-0, in a duel of 
left-handers. 


The loss of McCovey, on the 


disabled list with an injured 
knee, caused the Giants to use 
Willie Mays, a right-handed 
hitter, in McCovey's customary 
No. 4 slot against right-hander 
Kirby 


Tito 
Fuentes, 
batting 


second, collected four of the 


Giants' nine hits and three 
others went to Bobby Bonds, 
who was batting third. But 
Kirby made Mays strand seven 
runners and the Giants super 
star from hitting the ball out of 
the infield. 


"It would have been a lot 


tougher for Kirby with McCovey 
in there." Gomez. "McCovey

"This year the Grand is not for 


export," Lou Barry growled into 
his pint of ale. Barry is chief 
coach of Tideway Scullers, a 
crew made up of London 
dockers,

The Scullers have often 


promised to be Britain's best 
crew, but have always failed at 
Henley when the chips were 
down. They have frequently had 
to put up with barbs from rivals 


that they should spend more 
time rowing and less time 
drinking.

longer regarded as a joke. 


They have emerged this year 


as the mavericks of British 
rowing. They have trained alone 
and ignored the country's 
rowing selectors who recently 
called on them to enter national 
trials.

But Henley 
is special and all the Scullers 
had to do was show up for 
qualifying rounds here.

They have set 
up temporary headquarters in a 
local pub and many of their 
supporters travel down each day 
to have a drink and discuss 
strategy for competitions which 
start here Wednesday.

The man accused of ordering 


the use of illegal explosives at a 
Kentucky coal mine only days 
before the mine blew up and 
killed 38 men has now been hired 
as a federal mine safety in- 
spector. 


The man, Ernest Hoskins, was 


a section foreman at the Finley 
coal mine near Hyden, Ky., 
which exploded last December 
30. The blast has been officially 
linked to the use of "Prima- 
cord," an extremely hazardous 
detonating device. 


At the hearings following the 


disaster, one mine worker 


testified that Hoskins gave him 
Prima-cord for use underground 
on December 22. Another 
testified that he had seen the 
Prima-cord and had mentioned 
it to Hoskins. 


Hoskins, however, testified 


that not only had he never or- 
dered the use of the illegal cord, 
but that there had never been 
any use of it to his knowledge. 


The co-owners of the mine 


have now been indicted in 
connection with the illegal use of 
explosives. The indictment 
takes note of the December 22 
incident. 


Bureau of Mines officials 


confirmed that Hoskins had 
been hired last month as a "coal 
mine inspector" at $10,470 a 
year in the bureau office at 
Hazard, Ky. 


Henry 
Wheeler, 
deputy 


bureau director for health and 
safety, told us he had just 
learned about Hoskins's hiring. 
He said he immediately gave 
orders that Hoskins was to be 
confined to desk work and was to 
inspect no mines. 


"I couldn't believe it," 


Wheeler said. "It's incredible 
that we could employ this man. 
I'm not going to have him in- 
specting mines for us."

interest. 


According to Dale Bracey, a

Senate Finance Committee.

SACRAMENTO (AP) The new 


state budget is almost certain to 
contain $116 million for a 
general state employe salary 
increase but Gov. Reagan is 
expected to veto the 
funds, 


Capitol sources said today. 


That could trigger the first 


state employes' 
strike in 


California history. 


Workers have received a five 


per cent across-the-board salary 
increase each year for the past 
four years but Reagan left it out 
of his $6.74 billion austerity 
budget. 


The Republican governor 


contended it was a luxury the 
state couldn't afford in a year of 
high unemployment, economic 
recession and stringent state 
finances. 


But the $116 million has been 


added to both the Senate and 
Assembly versions 
of 
the 


budget. Reagan can reduce or 
eliminate any budget item, but 
he can't add to the bill. 


The top Senate and Assembly 


negotiators currently working in 
a two-house conference com- 
mittee to draft a compromise 
budget say they intend to see the 
raise stays in the final ap- 
propriations bill that goes to the 
governor. 


That word came from Sen. 


Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, and 
Assemblyman Willie L. Brown 
Jr., D-San Francisco. 


Wednesday midnight is the 


deadline for passing the budget 
bill but the Senate-Assembly 
negotiators are just getting a 
good start on their work, 
legislators said. 


"I think we have a six or 


seven-day job here." said Sen. 
Stephen P. Teale, D-West Point, 
a veteran budget negotiator. 


Loren 
Smith, 
general 


manager of the 113,000 -member 
California State 
Employes 


Association, 
said, 
"Every 


reading we get is. . . the 


governor is adamant about 
vetoing the pay raise." 


Smith said CSEA leadership is 


under increasing pressure to 
strike if he does and if the veto is 
not overriden. 


"We have a growing militancy 


in our membership," said Smith 
who added that a special 
meeting of the 27-member CSEA 
board will be held July 10 to 
decide what to do.

The jury, whose week-long 


investigation led to arrest 
warrants for Ellsberg on Friday 
and the indictments Monday, 
was instructed to reconvene 
July 6. A Justice Department 
spokesman declined to say if 
indictments of other persons 
would be issued. 


Ellsberg, 40, who had been 


missing 
since 
June 
16, 


surrendered in Boston Monday 
and admitted giving top secret 
documents on America's in- 
volvement in Vietnam to the 
news media. 


The government has won 


court 
orders 
temporarily 


restraining four newspapers 
from printing articles based on 


the 
documents 
in 
their 


possession, and the Supreme 
Court is considering the case 
against the newspapers. 


"I am prepared to face all 


consequences," said Ellsberg, 
one of the so-called "whiz kids" 
under former Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara and now a 
research associate at the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of 


Technology. 


Ellsberg is charged with theft 


and unauthorized possession of 
government documents and 
faces a maximum penalty of a 
$10,000 fine and 10 years in 
prison on each of the two felony 
counts. 


Released on $50,000 bond in 


Boston Monday, Ellsberg can 
decide to stand trial either in 
Boston or Los Angeles, a Justice 
Department spokesman said. A 
hearing was set for July 15. 


The 
indictment 
accuses 


Ellsberg of unlawful possession 
and conversion of documents 


entitled, 
"United 
States- 


Vietnam Relations, 1945-1967." 
It says this occurred in the Los 
Angeles area on unknown dates 
around September and October 
of 1969. 


Ellsberg formerly worked in 


nearby Santa Monica at the

arraignment, "I felt as an 
American citizen — as a 
responsible citizen — I could no 
longer cooperate with con- 
cealing this information from 
the American people."

wouldn't think 10 years is a 
cheap price to pay" to end the 
war in Vietnam.

The request was made to the 


International Whaling Com- 
mission Thursday as it met to 
decide on quotas for nations 
engaged in whaling. 


Joan Mclntyre, a coordinator 


for Friends of Earth, said the 
request marks the beginning of 
an effort to make people aware 
of the peril facing the world's 
whales. 


"We are confident that when 


the peoples of the world un- 
derstand that we are grinding up 
brains and bodies of great 
whales to turn them into dog 
food and chicken feed, they will 
demand 
an 
end 
to 
the 


slaughter," she said. 


The International Whaling 


Commission was established in 
1946 to conserve the ocean 


resource. 


Friends of Earth said that 


because the commission sets 
quotas in terms of whale oil, 
rather than in numbers of dif- 
ferent species, whalers already 
have killed off most of the giant 
blue whales and big finbacks 
and now are killing smaller 
species in increasing numbers.
